just a couple of points for clarifi- 
cation: first, The Barstow to Vegas 
race would never have been lost if 
District 37 and the AMA had gotten 
involved in the law suit before one 
year ago. Secondly, District 37 is 
assisting the BLM in preventing the 
ORVers from enjoying the land by 
physically helping with land closures. 
Example: District 37 was at Shadow 
Mountain handing out literature for 
closure of the area on the July 4 
weekend. 

We need to establish exactly who is 
helping us off-highway users to con- 
tinue to enjoy the desert and other 
assorted areas. The Phantom Duck 
has never knuckled under to the 
blackmail tactics, threats or law suits 
of the BLM. 

Yes, I'm extremely angry at my fel- 
low motorcyclists in particular, and 
alloff-highway users in general. Fully 
understanding that these folks are 
individualists and very proud of not 
being joiners, for the most part, I'm 
angry that the Phantom Duck is 
$7,000 in debt for legal fees (we must 
change that) and I’m angry that Louis 
McKey has had a minimum of $10,000 
of out of pocket expenses because of 
lack of financial support. I'm also 
angry that Louis McKey has no time 
to solicit donations because he also 
has a full time job, a family to see 
occasionally and I'm also angry that 
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he doesn't even have time to enjoy a 
little recreation himself by riding his 
motorcycle. He's usually answering 
mail, meeting with his attorney or 
BLM officials, or attending the land- 
use hearings. But Louis McKey has 
never given up.

The 
PDOD has had two decisions handed 
down from the ninth U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals, clarifying our right 
to travel through the Clarks. ; 

The BLM must have been impressed 
by the 1981 B to V Trail Ride because 
so many folks turned out (from Alaska 
to New York) in spite of the incle- 
ment weather. Over 100 dirt bikes 
were there and rode the majority: of 
the way in the rain, sleet and snow. 

I hear Louis McKey was confronted 
by Alden Severs (Barstow Resource 
Mgr. of BLM) regarding the safety of 
the Trail Rides. Louis conceded that 
the trail needed to be marked and the 
entire event organized, however, under 
penalty of lawsuit, Louis cannot pro- 
mote or organize it. All he can do is 
go out and ride Thanksgiving wee- 
kend as his protest and hope, just like 
the rest of us, that he doesn't get lost 
or hurt. 

This year is the eighth annual un- 
organized Trail Ride and I'm per- 
sonally willing to exceed that number. 
Also I'm willing to continue writing 
my check on the first of each month, 
for PDOD Legal Defense Fund, 
because he is the only person that 
will continue this fight to the end, or 
at least to the end of his resources: 

Remember folks the proposed Bar- 
stow to Vegas race, projected for 1983 
would never have been proposed'at ` 
all, if the Phantom Duck Trail ride 
had not taken place each Thanksgiv- 
ing weekend since 1975. We ‘owe 
Louis McKey a great deal but mainly 
we owe it to him to help financially, 
since he is doing this for all of us who 
enjoy riding and playing in the desert 
and open lands. Please help him con- 
tinue helping us, by sending a buck 
or two or even $10 to: Phantom Duck 
Legal Defense Fund, 7896 Kempste 
Ave., Fontana, CA.

BMW announces industry 
first: motorcycle leasing

BEVERLY HILLS, CA, OCT. 19 


BMW of North America not only unveiled their 1983 line-up of 
motorcycles, but also announced the industry's first-ever motorcy- 
cle leasing program; to be handled by General Electric Credit. 

The leasing program (involving 24- and 36-month leases) will 
begin in selected regional areas next spring, and will go nationwide 
soon afterward. ''We need a few months to get a grasp on the 
particulars, the key points a motorcycle buyer looks for,'' said Rick 
Morgenthaler, GE Credit's Marketing Manager of Import Auto 
Financing, adding, “We'll try to tailor the lease to the motorcycle 
buyer. The key is the monthly payment. Take someone who could 
normally afford to finance a smaller machine, and we can move him 
up to larger model.” 

BMW sought out the lease program with GE Credit, the third 
biggest financial institution of its type, with $12 billion in loans and 
lease programs ranging from autos to DC10s. GE Credit will also 
offer dealer inventory financing. 

BMW also announced a three-year unlimited mileage warranty for 
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Superbikers entry list

Spectators scurried from fence to fence in an 
effort to watch great racing in every Pro 
moto in the final round of the Continental 
Motosports Club's Miller High Life Trans- 


Cal series. On a new track run 
backwards, Jim Gibson, Scott 
Burnworth, Jeff Ward and Ron 
Lechien battled in the 125cc 


class with lap times that, like other 
classes, hovered in the 2:56 second 
range. Broc Glover and David Bailey 
resumed their Yamaha/Honda battle 
seemingly where they left off last 
week with Glover exiting this round 
on top. A lapped rider let Bailey zap 
Glover on the last striaght of the first 
moto, but a Glover pass up Banzai in 
thesecond moto gave Glover the win. 
Bailey said later, ''Broc had a real 
good line up Banzai. I hit it wide 
open in fourth gear, just letting off 
for a second, and I mean, I'm having 


a conversation with the birds and 
Broc's tires were above my head!" 
Rick Johnson and Mark Barnett 
joined in to make the 250cc class of 
this series the best racing of the year. 

Mike Bell and Steve Martin came 
to the final round with Martin only a 
tiny margin behind Bell in series 
points. Bell, on an '83 YZ490, and 
Martin, on an '83 Honda 480, staged 
a battle of production bikes of the 
type that make this series important 
to the factories. Phil Larson led both 
motos from early on to win for the 
day. 

At times the racing looked like a 
reunion of previous top stars with 
Jeff Jennings making a rare, for this 
year, appearance along with three-

Paul Denis grabbed the series Mini 
title in a race that came down to the 
last turn of the last lap in the second, 
and final, moto of the series. Tiny 
Bob Moore used his weight advantage 
to grab holeshots on the power rob- 
bing uphill start in both motos. Denis 
gassed his Kawasaki 80 into the lead 
on the first lap and, after battling 
with Moore, pulled away. Texan 
Danny Storbeck was way back in the 
pack. 
Denis crashed going up Bonzai 
Hill and found the grade too steep to 
lift his bike on without a few tries. 
Moore went into the lead to stay. 
Kawasaki teammates Kyle Lewis and 
Willie and went down in a high- 
speed heap. Surratt went to the hos- 
pital with a suspected broken wrist. 
Eddie Hicks and Yamaha teammate 
Storbeck moved past Mike Healey's 
Honda to set the top four to the flag. 

Moto two saw the second Moore 
holeshot and Moore saw Denis go by 
on the first lap again. This time 
Denis was not headed. Storbeck 
pushed Moore to within striking 
distance of Denis, but the three fin- 
ished in that order. Bader Manneh 
put in a fine ride on his Yamaha for a 
second moto fourth.

Jim Gibson jetted his factory 125 
Honda to a giant holeshot, but lost 
the lead to Scott Burnworth's works 
Yamaha at the bottom of the start 
hill. Riding in third place was Rudy 
Dickinson 1n his first ride as a Pro. 
Dickinson's machine showed the ob- 
vious influence of his brother Dean 
who builds the R&D Suzukis. Jeff 
Ward, in his first ride in the series for 
Kawasaki, was storming through the 
pack from a bottom of the top 10 
start. Most eyes turned to the teenie 
meanie as he and Gibson traded paint 
and second place several times before 
Ward took it. By the third lap, Burn- 
worth and Ward were dicing for the 
lead followed by Gibson, Yamaha's 
Ron Lechien, Jim Anderson — also 
Yamaha-mounted , Honda's Brian 
Myerscough — the only rider with a 
shot at Gibson's series lead, and 
O" Neal/Klemm Research rider Ted 
Brady on a Honda. 

Gibson was starting to fade, saying 
later, “I must have hit a rock really 
hard on Banzai and pinched a tube.” 
Gibson dropped a low as fifth, but 
rallied to fourth by the finish. Ward 
was relentlessly pushing Burnworth. 
The two were side by side on succeed- 
ing laps in the Webco Hill portion of 
the track. Ward tried a different line 
up Banzai and blew by Burnworth on 
the downhill pulling an immediate 
five bikelength lead. Suddenly, Burn- 
worth's drive deflated when his rear 
tire gave the example. His excellent 
ride was relagated to 10th place. 


With Burnworth's misfortune, 
Ward lead by one quarter of a lap 
over Lechien who, in turn, lead Myers- 
cough by a substantial margin. And- 
erson passed Gibson briefly, but Gib- 
son repassed and the top five was set. 

Gibson lead the second charge also, 
but Ward went by early and was on 
the gas. His good day ended before 
the first lap. He cruised around in 


‘last on a green pogo stick before pul- 


ling off. 

By the third lap, Gibson was out 
front in a fitting end to his outdoor 
association with Honda. Burnworth 
had taken a few stabs at the lead but 
dropped back. Lechien was riding 
hard and looking good in third, as 
was Myerscough in fourth, but the 
top four were set for the race. Priv- 
ateers Rick Maki, Chris Heisser and 
Rick Ryan filled in the next three 
spots on Suzukis. 

Gibson commented after the race 
with a satisfied smile, '"This is a good 
way to leave for Europe. I'm glad I 
could win a series for Honda and 
Cliff White. He's been a really good 
mechanic, one of the best.”

Honda's David Bailey had a clear 
view of the first moto first turn, but 
Broc Glover sailed by him on the 
massive triple-tiered uphill named 
"Miller Mountain" for the lead he 
would hold for nine of the 10 laps. By 
the end of the second lap, positions 
had settled a little with the now char- 
acteristic Glover/Bailey battle keep- 
ing roughly 6-7000 fans on their feet. 
Ricky Johnson, the only rider who 
seemed to be able to keep the front 
duo in sight, was in third leading a 
cast of Jeff Jennings, Kenny Keylon 
— on an '83 production bike this 
week, Andy Guth on a Honda and 
Mike Brown on a Kawasaki. Suzuki's 
Mark Barnett was up to an amazing 
10th place after falling twice in the 
first few turns and starting last. Bar- 
nett moved steadily up until mid- 
moto before breaking a wheel and 
retiring. Perhaps the best battle on 
the track was between Jennings, on 
an '82 Yamaha, and Keylon on an '83 
Honda. Keylon had some trouble get- 
ting around Jennings, and appar- 
ently Jennings didn't like the pass 
when it came. He and Keylon tore up 
the track with Jennings coming out 
on top. 

Bailey began his charge shortly 
after Johnson dropped from the field 
with unknown problems. Bailey and 
Glover were close for the remainder 
of the moto. Coming into the final 
straightaway, a lapped rider got in 
the way and Bailey zipped by for the 
win. Jennings was third followed by 
Motorcyclist Magazine test rider Willy 
Simons on an '83 Kawasaki 250. Key- 
lon and Guth were next across. 

The story was reversed for the 
second moto as Bailey led from the 
start followed by Keylon, Glover, 
Barnett, Johnson and Jennings. As 





early lap positions sorted, the Bailey / 
Glover battle moved away from the 
pack. For awhile they even left the 
third/fourth battle of Johnson/Bar- 
nett. Mike Shoemaker settled his 
Honda into fifth place and the top 
five were pretty much set, but serious 
racing was going on between the two 
leaders and also between Barnett and 
Johnson. Barnett seemed careful to 
stay out of the way of series leaders, 
but once Johnson masde his pass, he 
was gone. Johnson started his late 
moto drive and reeled in the leaders 
after Glover made his mid-moto mid- 
air pass of the leader Bailey. 

Bailey tried to the flag, but Glover 
took the win, the series and a Moto- 
cross Action Magazine rider of the 
year truck was waiting for him in the 
infield area. 

“I am happy," was Glover's com- 
ment, “the racing has been excellent, 
I don't think anyone who saw a race 
was disappionted. We showed that 
our production bikes can run with 
the works bikes. It is too bad that the 
purse money wasn't better. You ride 
the hardest race of your life and get 
$300."

Honda's Phil Larson shot to the 
lead of the first 500cc moto ahead of 
Juan Benavidez who crashed in the 
second turn and took over half of the 
field with him. As the riders tried to 
extricate themselves, Tim Locey's YZ 
490, Scott Johnson's Moto-Meister 
Maico, Mark Murphy on a Yamaha, 
Honda Support team member Jim 
Ellis and perrennial CMC Pro Val 
'Tamietti led the field. Fortunately, 
both of the series leaders went down 
in the pile-up so the series was not 
decided by accident. Series leader Mike 
Bell got going in 25th and Steve Mar- 
tin in about 12th. 

Larson was gone from the get-go. 
By lap three Bell was already in 10th 
and Martin in sixth. Locey, Murphy 
and Ellis now trailed the leader. Eric 
McKenna was making it difficult for 
Martin to keep away from Bell. 

Bell caught Martin on the seventh 
lap and they stayed together past 
Murphy with Bell taking the lead on 
the final lap. The order read Larson, 
Locey, Ellis, Bell and Martin. 

It was go for broke time for Martin 
in the second moto. He had to beat 
Bell by a good margin to take the 
series. He grabbed the lead ahead of 
Larson, and Bell, although Ron 
Turner had the holeshot on a used 
looking CR480. Martin headed the 
first two laps, but Larson took it 
away on the third. Bell and Martin 
started dicing heavily in the Banzai 
section of the course. Bell kept the 
pressure up saying later, “Steve was 
riding prettty agressive, he didn't 
want to give up easily, but the points 
situation was pretty much go for 





broke. That was the atitude I had in 
the first moto, but in the second I 
rode a little more conservatively.” 

Bell went into second after follow- 
ing Martin for two laps, and the posi- 
tions were set. Ellis held solidly to 
fourth while Turner was fifth follow- 
ed by Locey and Benavidez. 

Every class had the series lead up 
for grabs coming into the final round,

Terry Kizer snatched it from under 
his nose. 

Sam was top qualifier with a 7.85 
second run down the quarter-mile 
strip. Elmer Trett came in second, 
followed by Terry Kizer on the Kizer- 





Parsons/MTC/CAM2 Kawasaki. 
Larry Hayes was fourth on the Hayes/ 
Marchman/Thornton Honda and 
Chris Hand was fifth on the Hickman- 
Hand/Redneck Express Kawasaki. 

In the first round, Wills ran solo on 
an earned bye with the Motorcycles 
Unlimited/MTC/Karata/CAM2 Kaw- 
asaki. Kizer got a freebie when Hand 
was unable to respond to the call. 
Trett, on the Trett's Speed and Cus- 
tom Kawasaki, retired Hayes. 

The second round was where Kizer 
did Wills in. Or did Wills do it to 
himself? The reaction timer showed 
that Wills took .546 second to leave 
the line while Kizer took only .251 
second. At the finish, Kizer was the 
winner to Wills' quicker, but losing 
time. Trett took it easy on his earned 
bye. 

On the final run, after rebuilding a 
motor between rounds, the Kizer- 
Parsons racing team got beat to the 
finish by the ol' smooth Harley rider 
on a Kawasaki when Trett laid down 
a 7.86/172.61 to light the win beacon

By the end of qualifying, less than 
half a second separated first from 16th. 

Qualifiers nine through 16 were: 
Ron Turner, Earl Timmons, Billy 
Ellis, Brad Mattei, Dan Boyce, Char- 
lie Gressman, Sid Pogue and Doug 
Wellhausen. 

First round losers were Turner, 
Boyce, Ellis, Pogue, Timmons, Gress- 
man, Mattei and Wellhausen.

Preston Petty Holeshot Headlight 
Number Plate 

The Holeshot Headlight Num- 
ber Plate, or HLNP as Preston 
Petty refers to it in their part 
listings, is designed to provde an 
attractive, quick-change number sys- 
tem for enduro riders in a package 
that includes a headlight. An addi- 
tional feature of the HLNP is that its 
many holes allow water and mud to 
run off, leaving dirty, but readable 
five-inch numbers visible for check 
workers. 

We received the HLNP and in- 
stalled it on a Yamaha IT250 in a 
couple hours. Our biggest setback in 
mounting was the stock headlight 
bracket; this had to be modified before 
the HLNP would mount properly. 

Our second setback was the rout- 
ing of the brake cable. We solved this 
by cutting a slit in the number plate 
for one of the cable guides as shown 
in the picture. We also used a tie- 
wrap at the top of the number plate to 
keep the brake cable away from our 
timekeeping instruments. 

The wiring instructions for the 
headlamp were straightforward and 
provided several options to cover the 
various problem possibilities. A volt- 
meter is recommended to verify proper 
system operation and our voltmeter 
reading did cause us to change the 
wiring configuration to protect the 
headlamp from too much voltage. 

We subjected our HLNP to the 
rigors of motocross, enduro and the 
grueling 230 Checker-mile Check 
Chase desert race. The numbers were 
changed almost every ride and the 
headlight was left on. The headlight 
is still working and the numbers 
never worked loose. 

We liked the HLNP because of its 
convenience. It eliminated the tire- 
some task of making numbers out of 
duct tape, or maintaining a stock of 
number stickers. The headlight was 
never intended for high speed night 
riding, but it will serve as a guide in

I've followed with great professional and 
personal interest the actual situation with 


AMA's current litigation against three of the 
largest manufacturers. | 


My attorneys have continu- 
ally advised me not to com- 
ment because of AMA's allu- 
sion of including me in the 
litigation. However, my conscience 
will not let me see the manufacturers 
get wrongly accused any longer just 
because they have decided it is in the 
best interest of the sport not to com- 
ment on AMA's barrage of accusa- 
tions and start a “press war.” I'm sure 
the manufacturers are trying to pro- 
tect the motocross sport from the 
same devastating effects we saw in 
championship car racing as a result 
of the USAC—C.A.R.T. mudsling- 
ing, but their silence may be keeping 
the full story from being aired. 

I've tried to avoid going to the 
press on the situation but do not 
believe the AMA Board of Trustees or 
the motorcycling public is aware of 
the problem, since we have some very 
good people on that board. If some- 
one doesn't jolt the board into becom- 
ing involved it may get to be too late. 

Fortunately Chuck Larsen, AMA's 
President, recognizes some of the 
problems and has asked me to address 
some of the current problems, includ- 
ing those beyond the dispute with the 
manufacturers, at the Nov. 5 board 
meeting. I'll be there, but I'm afraid 
that may be too late. 

My company, Stadium Motorsports, 
started Supercross in 1972 after sev- 
eral years of outdoor events and have 
worked with AMA promotions for 15 
years. 

With that experience in mind I feel 
confident in saying that AMA's cur- 
rent position not only on the litiga- 
tion but more importantly, on their 
general attitude toward motocross is 
by far the greatest threat to our sport. 

Very simply AMA, because of their 
make up, must serve a variety of di- 
vergent interests, some quite well, 
but many of which are not compat- 
ible with maximizing the success of moto- 
cross. In the current litigation AMA 
feels the need to establish the correct- 
ness of authority of their Board of 
'Trustee's system. However, few of 
their board members, although excel- 
lent people, have been able to keep 
up with the rapidly changing needs 
of motocross, a large sports/entertain- 
ment business, so it suffers. 

Perhaps a solution is a separate 
motocross committee of knowledge- 
able, involved industry people with 
only fiscal responsibility to the AMA 
board. Inclusion of representatives 


from the manufacturers, sponsors and - 





promoters on an AMA committee, 
broadly representative of the sport 
and meeting regularly, would spur a 
healthy growth. Lack of a good sys- 
tem of regular communication is one 
of the roots of the current problem. 

I have reason to believe the manu- 
facturers and all others concerned 
would support the decisions of this 
well made up board but AMA unfor- 
tunately has repeatedly refused to 
consider it. 

Certainly AMA has the legal right 
to correct what they see as a wrong by 
the manufacturers by pulling out of 
the Trans-USA. However, whether 
the manufacturers were right or wrong 
in not participating further in the 
Trans-USA series, the AMA should 
never have let the problems get to the 
stage where it reached an impasse 
that resulted in litigation. The manu- 
facturers had repeatedly (and from 
the highest levels) asked for consider- 
ation of their needs and AMA's cur- 
rent structure just doesn't allow that 
flexibility or sensitivity to the needs 
of the sport. 

As I see it the manufacturers have 
been recognizing that our sport was 
deteriorating due to poor manage- 
ment because of the current AMA 
structure and wanted changes. It 1s 
unfortunate that AMA's lack of re- 
sponsiveness to the manufacturers 
repeated requests led to the filing of 
the litigation; with a more modern 
AMA structure that never would have 
occurred. I guarantee it. AMA says 
they tried to compromise to the point 
needed, but it was an effort doomed 
to fail by an archiac structure and 
AMA's “need to win” taking prece- 
dence over the long-term health of 
the sport. : 

Most knowledgeable people believe 


that those who (A) have the most to ' 


contribute to the sport; and (B) have 
the most to gain or lose from success 
should have a voice and be listened to 
in matters concerning the policies of 
the AMA. The manufacturers who 
have made our sport possible with 
ongoing investments of tens of mil- 
lions of dollars fill both the above 
requirements. Secondly the sponsors 
with major investments. Finally the 
promoters, who risk hundreds of 
thousands of dollars on a one-day 
event which weather could wipe out, 
should be a part of the decision- 
making process. The AMA's primary 
function in professional motocross 
should be limited to enforcing rules 
agreed on by all concerned, for the 


benefit of the riders and fans. AMA 


resists this to retain their “power” 
butare not able to manage the oppor- 
tunities our sport presents as their 
current adversary position with both 
their manufacturers (suppliers) and 
promoters (retailers) shows. 

“No” you say? “Look what AMA 
has done with Supercross in 11 years.” 
Wrong. Supercross has grown in spite 
of AMA restriction of the growth, 
from discouraging national television 
and sponsors to allocating events 
based on personal relationships, not 
benefit to the sport. I, unfortunately, 
have volumes of files showing prob- 
lems the current AMA structure 
causes, and have been pleading for 
changes. N 

A case in point is that when this 
promoter pointed out inconsistencies 
and poor planning (which would 
hurt the entire sport) in one of AMA's 
major sponsor contracts, I was singled 
out for “punishment.” All of SMC's 
new promised events for 1983 were 
taken away (including New York — 
the best market in the country to help 
the sport grow) and only after weeks 
of fighting did we get two of four 
back. One of those AMA took was an 
event at Los Alamitos, a fine event 
which would really help out Class C. 
If AMA can get away with that with 
their largest promoter, no wonder 
one doesn't often hear the legitimate 
gripes of the smaller promoters — 
they are scared. Even now AMA is 
trying to coerce the promoters to sign 
their 1983 sanction contracts when 
AMA cannot tell the promoter what 
the program is, if the team riders will 
be there or other major promoter 
concerns. Yet, if we won't sign these 
unilateral, contradictory agreements, 
it is indicated “you won't be part of 
the circuit." 

As Chuck Clayton pointed out, a 
responsive organization is needed in a 
fast moving, potentially big-time 
sport, and the stars are necessary on 
the start line. AMA currently fills 
neither of these bills. 

However, to keep AMA competi- 
tive and our sport healthy a proposal 
has been introduced which maps out 
the sport's needs and recommends 
positive changes for AMA. 

With our sport already racked by a 
devastating economy the uncertainty 
and delays (caused by AMA refusing 
to legitimately negotiate their prob- 
lems with the manufacturers and 
promoters) are costing the sport hun- 
dreds of thousand of dollars and 
more importantly, growth. Sure AMA 
may get their "pound of flesh" and a 
small recovery in court, but in the 
meantime the whole motocross situa- 


. tion is being destroyed. Most promo- 


ters have refused to sign AMA's sanc- 
tion contracts, hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in sponsor contracts may 
go to other sports, advertising is held 
up and most importantly television 
contracts which expose motocross to 
millions of fans nationwide have not 
been finalized. 

And all this is happening when 
our sport has the opportunity to go 
big time; Miller High Life made 
motocross their biggest 1983 sports 
sponsorship, our 1982 L.A. Coliseum 
TV show did a 28 share — the number 
one sports show in the nation that 
weekend, the Anaheim Stadium 
Supercross drew the largest crowd in 
the stadium's 16-year history, etc. 
The opportunity is here now. 

As Chuck Clayton suggested, and I 
believe, we can become very large. 
Within three years we can have a 25- 
event Supercross 250cc series for “A” 
graded riders, a second tier outdoor 
national series for 500cc and 125cc 
bikes (“B” graded riders) and a 500- 
event-per-year web of amateur events; 
much like the Ford Punt, Pass and 
Kick program or Coca Cola's youth 
soccer. However, without integration, 
continuity, organization and leader- 





ship it will not happen and the cur- 
rent structure doesn't offer these. 

Can't AMA see the problem? I hate 
to think AMA may be intentionally 
trying to run the manufacturers out 
of motocross so AMA gains more 
power. However, AMA management 
has repeatedly told me, “we don't 
need the team stars," and AMA repeat- 
edly turns down reasonable plans to 
negotiate with both the manufactur- 
ers and promoters. Some people point 
out the success of NASCAR without 
factory stars. That is apples and 
oranges. (1.) When the factories pulled 
out of NASCAR there were already 
sufficient sponsor and TV dollars to 
support the purses — right now with: 
out the factory rider contracts and 
support, motocross in no way could 
fill the void of millions of lost dol- 
lars. (2.) When the car factories pulled 
out, their stars didn't race in another 
competitive series as the factories 
would be obligated to do to fulfill 
rider contracts. That would be devas 
tating to AMA motocross as the 
Trans-AMA showed (I have heard 
that AMA may be suing to repay 
those promoters their losses — I allege 
that those promoters would give up 
that right in a second just to get 1983 
going!) (3.) At the time the factories 
pulled out of NASCAR, NASCAR 
events were more mature — drawing 
far more than the 3,000 to 7,000 our 
average outdoor nationals do. (4.) 
There are far more options for a 
sports/entertainment fan now to 
spend his dollars with than 15 years 
ago. (5.) Most importantly, shouldn't 
the people who finance the sport 
(manufacturers and promoters) get a 
voice in it? AMA doesn't know the 
pros and cons of risk/reward, profit 
making analysis and sports market- 
ing, so why should we have our 
future in their hands unless they 
respond to the sport's needs? In par- 
ticular, when they have had their 
chance for 10 years and gone back- 
wards! 

Even with all that reasoning aside, 
does AMA have the ethical right to 
not only slow our sport down with 
this litigation but able to use sanc- 
tion fees I pay and dues you pay to sue 
the manufacturers who supply the 
racing teams and stars? In addition, 
the costs of defense can do nothing 
but increase costs of motorcycles, 
albeit slightly. And as Larry Maiers 
said, the blind pursuit of this suit 
could bankrupt AMA. 

AMA merely needs to step back and 
put its interests after those of the 
sport. No matter who was at fault in 
the litigation, bigger things need to 
be addressed for the future. The man- 
ufacturers have the best interest of the 
sport in mind, they merely wish to 
sell motorcycles, not play politics, 
and the best way to sell dirt bikes is to 
have a healthy motocross, including 
amateur program. The manufactur- 
ers apparently recognize we are a 
long way from where our sport could 
be with modern management and I 
believe have merely decided they 
would like to see some reasonable 
changes. The Trans-USA situation 
just got unfortunately caught in the 
middle. 

Yet, when was the last time the 
Japanese were wrong on the big pic- 
ture? Just look at your brand of 
motorcycle. 

AMA, please, accept the decisions 
of a negotiation/arbitration commit- 
tee before it is too late; I believe the 
promoters and manufacturers will. 
Let's get on with a bigger and better 
national motocross program. I've in- 
vested years and millions of dollars in 
our sport and you; I want us all to 
survive but...are you listening?

Scenic Marin and Sonoma counties offer 
such a wide variety of scenery and attractions 
in such a relatively small area, that this area 
has become a popular cruising ground 


for motorcyclists. The biggest 
attraction, though, is the close 
proximity of these counties to 
major cities. In most cases, it’s 
just a trip across a bridge to get to the 
start of this cruise. 

Being that Marin and Sonoma 
counties lie between the ocean and 
San Francisco Bay, inside of ragged 


or shallow coastline that can accom- ` 


modate only fishing and pleasure 
boats, these counties have remained 
almost locked in the past, untouched 
by the heavy industry and business 
that grew up around the more access- 
ible ports. Aside from the narrow 
strip of cities on Freeway 101, this 
area is primarily agricultural with a 
number of parks and historical attrac- 
tions. 


A Starting Point 

Our favorite starting point is from 
one of the most prominent northern 
California landmarks, the Golden 
Gate bridge. Going north from the 
city, pass the Vista Point exit and 
take the Alexander exit just two- 


10ths of a mile later. Follow the signs 
toward San Francisco and go back 
under Freeway 101 and on to the road 
leading onto the bridge. Just before 
you reach the bridge, go right up the 
small two lane road that leads up the 
hill. For those coming south on the 
freeway, take the last Marin/Sausa- 
lito exit and turn right up the hill. A 
sign at the bottom of the hill reads 
“Forts Barry, Baker and Cronkite.” 

Continue along the two lane road 
and stay to the left when the road 
forks. The right fork goes to a hostel, 
the left leads out past the forts and 
down aone lane, one way road toward 
Point Bonita. 

The first fort at the top of the hill is 
typical of military installations all 
around the Golden Gate. Huge ce- 
ment gun installations and bunkers 
were furrowed into the hillsides dur- 
ing World War Two to ward off 
attacks from Japan. These forts are 
fun to hike through because they are 
well disguised in the hillsides among 
a lot of fragrant vegetation. 

Continue toward Point Bonita and, 
if you are travelling in the afternoon, 


you may see 50 or more cars along the 
road, apparently miles from anything 
worth visiting. The attraction is a 
beach about 300 feet down the cliff 
from the road. 

When you reach Point Bonita, go 
to the left and follow the road out to 
the point for an excellent view of the 
ocean and Baker beach at Fort Baker. 
There are the remains of another fort 
here and the Point Bonita Light- 
house which still warns the San Fran- 
cisco shipping traffic of the rocky 
Marin headlands. 

Returning from the lookout point, 
stay to the left at each intersection 
until you reach the Baker Beach 
Recreation area. If you’ve already 
done some hiking, or you rode a little 
ways just to get to the bridge, you 
may be happy to know there are rest- 
rooms at the far end of the beach, on 
the inland side of the road. The big 
buildings here are left over from Fort 
Baker and house some educational 
and natural programs, including a 
small museum. 

Leaving the beach, follow the road 
back across the creek and stay to the 
left until you reach the tunnel three 
and a half miles later. This is a one- 
way tunnel through a mountain and 
usesa six minute light to allow traffic 
to travel first one way, and then the 
other. It's a treat to leave the beach, 
travel up the warm little valley and 
then emerge on the other side of the 
tunnel and feel the cool bay breezes. 





Marin and Sonoma counties 





After the tunnel, go to the stop sign 
and turn left to go to Sausalito. The 
business area of Sausalito is a quaint 
one-street, Mediteranean-style affair 
that is a favorite among locals for its 
restaurants and atmosphere. There 
are literally acres of yachts berthed 
here and it is fun just to walk around 
the numerous little shops. This is a 
fine place to plan to grab a meal. 

Continue north on the main street 
through Sausalito and you'll find gas 
stations at the north end of town. The 
main street leads directly onto the 
freeway and you'll want to take the 
very next exit labeled: Mill Valley/ 
Stinson Beach/Highway 1. The goal 
now is to follow the little green signs 
with the Highway One numeral one 
symbol on them. These signs will 
lead you through the town of Mill 
Valley and back out to the coast. 


The Sunday Morning Ride 

In Mill Valley, just about 17 miles 
into the cruise, is an Arco gas station 
where Highway one takes a jog to the 
left. This is the start of controversial 
Sunday Morning Rideand the begin- 
ning of some serious, non-stop cruis- 
ing miles. 

'The Sunday Morning Ride started 
almost 27 years ago when Peter Adams 
began making regular trips from Mill 
Valley to Point Reyes each Sunday to 
have breakfast at a friend's home. 
First one friend, and then another 
joined the weekly ride and the event 
soon snowballed with breakfast mov- 
ing to a resturaunt in Inverness. The 
only change in recent years has been 
the location of the resturaunt, as the 
riders now meet at The Station House 
Cafe in Point Reyes Station. 

'The Sunday Morning Ride starts 
off at the Mill Valley Arco station 
every Sunday morning between seven 
and eight a.m. On any given day, 
anywhere from 25 to over 100 motor- 
cycles may show up. The motorcycles 
are mostly Japanese touring and rac- 
ing bikes and examining the multi- 
tude of machines and accessories is 
worth the trip in itself. There is also 
nothing quite like the feeling of 
being able to drop in and join up 
with so many other motorcyclists for 
a morning ride. The ride is usually 
over by noon and it is quite common

for riders to pair up with new friends 
and continue cruising the rest of the 
day. 

Thecontroversy regarding the ride 
centers around the speeds traveled 
during the early morning hours. 
Errors by unskilled riders have caused 
accidents and have attracted the atten- 
tion of the safety-minded people at the 
California Highway Patrol. The CHP 
makes regular Sunday morning visits 
to the coast and you should be careful 
to ride safely within your skill level 
and follow the law. This isa wonder- 
ful ride and you'll be welcomed by 
the crowd, but the worst thing that 
could happen would be to ride un- 
safely; this not only endangers you, 
but your fellow riders and all the 
other motorists on the road. 


The Panoramic Highway 


If you'd like to keep your mileage 
down or you'd like variety in repeat- 
ing the run, try taking the Panoramic 
Highway turnoff. The turnoff is 
nestled in the Mill Valley Woods 
before you reach the coast and signs 
call out Mt. Tamalpais and Muir 
Woods National Monument. 

Both “Mt. Tam” and Muir Woods 
are well worth a visit. Mt. Tam offers 
a breathtaking 360 degree view of 
northern California and Muir Woods 
is possibly the most beautiful fern- 
carpeted stand of gigantic redwoods 
in the state. There are plenty of signs 
in this area to guide you to either 
park and there are public restrooms 
at both. 

From the Panoramic Highway, you 
can cross over to the Mountain 


Stinson Beach is a popular public 
beach and is the first chance for gas 
and food after leaving Mill Valley. 
The pack from the Sunday Morning 
Ride always stops here to regroup 
before continuing on to breakfast in 
Point Reyes Station, 16 miles further, 
46 miles from the start of our trip. 

From the resturaunt, the Sunday 
Morning Riders will continue north 
along Highway One and Tomales 
Bay, past the harbors that are home 
for the numerous commercial fishing 
boats that run out to the ocean for 
their daily catch. When they reach 
the gas station at Tomales/Petaluma 
Road, the group disbands and it is 
decision time. 


To Return or March On 


You are now about 63 miles into 
your trip, which with no stops is 
about two and a half hours from the 
Golden Gate. The quickest route 
back to the gate is to take Tomales/ 
Petaluma Road (the name changes 
going inland) to the city Petaluma 
and Freeway 101. The trip is about 20 
miles and winds through warm val- 
leys that are lined with farms and 
pastures. From Petaluma, it is about 
45 miles and as many minutes back to 
the Golden Gate. 

Our favorite excursion from this 
point is to take Highway One up to 
Highway 116 and go inland to J's 
Amusement Park in Guernville. It's 
25 miles further from Tomales to 116, 
and 45 miles on Highways 116 and 
101 back to Petaluma, but we sure get 
a kick out of renting the go carts and 
getting a little speeding and competi-

Palenske best at CRC 
Roadrunner family 
enduro

RAND, CA, OCT. 17 
Maico West/O'Neal/Jones 
sponsored Grant Palenske lost 
just one minute and 82 seconds 
today at the California Racing 


Club's Roadrunner family enduro 
and was theonly rider to finish with a 
one point score. Palenske, also spon- 
sored by. Spectro, ND spark plugs, 
KRW helmets and Swallow tire, took 
the win over Yamaha-mounted Bill 
Fullmer Jr., who motored his 175cc 
bike to second overall, just one second 
ahead of Dirt Bike magazine’s Tom 
Webb. 

The 1982 Roadrunner enduro 
turned out to be challenging to both 
expert and novice level riders. Course 
designer Larry Langely worked hard 
to please everyone and it really paid 
off. Webb said after the event, “This 
is one of the best that CRC has had; it 
was definitely the best first loop 
they've run. I hope they keep getting 
better.” 

The first loop of the enduro used 
lots of easy trail and very little fire- 
road. The single-loop riders were 
challenged by a 24 mph trail section, 
while the two-loop pilots were chal- 
lenged on the second loop with a 36 
mph special test through rolling hills 
and rocky trails. A special treat on 


loop two was a winding rocky down- 
hill that was run during free time at 6 
mph. Because it was run in free time, 
the better riders were free to boogie, 
while the beginners had a chance to 
ride safely, without the pressure of 
trying to stay on time. 

Family participation at the CRC 
enduros is high and it seems some 
people won't let anything get in the 
way of their competition. For exam- 
ple, consider the case of John Barnett 
and Mary Roger. This couple stopped 
at the Outpost on the way to the 
enduro, were married and woke up 
early the next morning to ride the 
event! 

Another family happening at the 
Roadrunner was the top Parent/Child 
team effort of Fullmer and his father 
Bill Sr. Sean and Harry Keast were 
the top Parent/Child team in the 
category where one teammate travels 
one loop and the other two, and Greg 
and Debbie Newland were the top 
Husband/Wife team. 

Topping off the first loop action 
were three riders who all scored zero 
points. Todd Johnson won the first 
loop overall with a score of one 
second, while Kathy Herndon scored 
just 22 seconds to edge Shauna Hop- 
kins by six seconds for the loop one 
runner-up honors. e

PHOENIX, AZ, OCT. 17 
Amateur road racing in Phoe- 
nix may not be a big bucks 
production, but what it lacks 
in factory sponsors and shiny 
portable engineering departments, it 
more than makes up for with inge- 
nuity and enthusiasm. 

Today was a representative of the 
great events that the Phoenix Road 
Racing Organization (PRRO) puts 
on every third Sunday. 

In the first race, Norm Benedum, 
onan early model 750 Honda, jumped 
out front in the GP class with Jerry 
Cline and his 1100 Suzuki in hot pur- 
suit. After almost losing it in a de- 
creasing radius corner, Cline man- 


aged to get inside and take the lead, 
which he held until he scraped off an 
alternator cover late in the race and 
scrattered pieces of Japanese tech- 
nology all over the track. Benedum, 
who said that he came to race today, 
grabbed the lead back and held on 
through the checkered flag. 

All through the second race, Cline 
was busy scrounging parts from his 
tool box, and he even borrowed an 
alternator cover from a spectator. 

The second heat was a Super Street 
feature with some of the GP bikes 
also racing in SS Open. One of those 
bikes was a 1000 Suzuki ridden by 
Mike Williams. Williams was fourth 
at the end of the first lap, but then 
picked up a place on each succeeding 
lap to win. He was followed by Pat 
Palmer on a 750 Kawasaki and Todd 
Griswold on a 1000 Suzuki. 

Jerry Cline had his 1100 Suzuki 
back together for the third battle (GP 
and Box Stock) and showed that he 
was serious by leading the first two 
laps. But then it was more problems 


as a persistent cloud of blue smoke 
forced him back into the pits for a 
little more wrenching. That left Norm 
Benedum in the lead for laps three 
through nine, while Mike Williams 
was inching his way up from fifth. By 
lap seven, Williams was shadowing 
Benedum, and, on the 10th and final 
lap between the last corner and finish 
line, the persistent Mr. Williams 
pulled ahead for the checkers. 

Meanwhile, Jerry Cline had once 
more bolted his Suzie back together 
and was not going to be denied in the 
fourth heat, another Super Street fea- 
ture. With Williams knocking on his 
back door through all 10 laps, Cline 
finally got the win that had eluded 
him all afternoon. Because of the 
point scoring system, though, his 
overall performance on the day was 
out of the money, or in this case, the 
trophies.

The 125cc Pro class rolled up 
to the lineas the first Pro event

. American Motocross Enterprises 


Summer Celebration Series. Through 
the first corner it was Rick ''City 
Boy" Maki on his Suzuki. Riding for 
the most consistent performance of 
the day, Maki was flawless as he took 
wire-to-wire wins in both motos. 

Maki left 17 others to battle for 
their share of the $2,000 purse. With 
payback by moto, there weren't many 
riders disappointed. Donnie Best put 
in the best performance in a support- 
ing role as he made a charge from last 
in the first moto and mid-pack in the 
second act to battle for a position. 
This garnered the Van Nuys Cycle 
rider second overall. 

Zoli Meszaros and Jack Greenberg 
had a great dice going on in both 
races. Greenberg seemed to find the 
better lines in the corners, but Mesza- 
ros would outpower him on the 
straightaways. When it came to col- 
lecting the cash, Meszaros scored third 


“while Greenberg dropped to fifth. 


As the 125cc Intermediates hit the 
track, all of them, it looked as if 
Lance Johnson would be the runa- 
way winner. “The Termite" has been 
unstoppable until today. With a 35 
second lead over second place rider 
Dave Antillion, Johnson's bike de- 
cided to go high fashion and change 
the piston to a mini skirt. This gave 
Antillion the overall with Joe Hop- 
kins taking second. 

Johnson was again afflicted with 
bike problems during a 40 second 
lead in round two. Again, Antillion 
was unpressured as he took his second 
victory of the day, and Joe Hopkins 


would repeat his performance for 
second overall. 

By far the most exciting race of the 
day was the 250cc Pro. Of all the men 
on the line, the excitement centered 
on five; “Flying” Mike Brown, Kenny 
Zahrt, Pete Snorteland, Larry Baker 
and David Taylor. 

In the first moto, Radical Ron 
Turner took his Honda to one of 
three wins for the day when David 
Taylor lost power from a broken 
pipe. Still, Taylor would hold on for 
third as Meszaros would sneak by for 
second. Mike Brown had come from 
one lap down to finish fifth behind 
Larry Baker. 

Second time around, Kenny Zahrt 
was the leader, Taylor second, Baker 
third, Brown fourth and Snorteland 
fifth. Zahrt hung on with everything 
he had, but the pressure was too 
much. Mike Brown, comically, gave 
"Taylor a new pipe for his bike so he 
would have no excuse, and Taylor 
took full advantage. He passed Zahrt 
over the plateau and worked to stretch 
his lead, but mechanical problems 
stopped him. 

In the meantime, Brown, Baker 
and Snorteland had worked around 
Zahrt, and, in one very brief moment, 
Brown and Snorteland “Amtraked” 
their way around Baker.

Vague/Gardner 
take ARRA 


Four-Hour

ROSAMOND, CA, OCT. 2 
Kawasaki-mounted Steve Vague 
and Steve Gardner teamed up 
today to win overall at the 
American Road Racing Asso- 
ciation's four-hour endurance race at 
Willow Springs, and hammered home 


the old adage about the consistent, 
low-key tortoise beating the fleet hare. 


In addition to winning overall, 
Vague/Gardner took the 600cc Pro- 
duction win also, completing 133 
laps during their four-hour stint, two 
laps more than their closest competi- 
tion. The hares of the event were 
undoubtedly the winning 600cc Super 
Street team, comprised of Jeff Braucht, 
Doug Toland and Jeff Tutobene on 
Toland's Kawasaki KZ550. Though 
beset by a couple of problems which 
proved, ultimately, to be their down- 
fall, the trio was by far the quickest 
on the track and completed 131 laps. 

'Two other classes ran for trophies 
and cash also, with Gene Hingert 
and Dirt Rider Magazine's Mark Kariya 
taking Hingert's Yamaha RD350LC/J 
to the 450cc Super Street win by com- 
pleting 120 laps. Also completing 
120 laps was the 450cc Production- 
winning duo, Jeff Kratka and Tom 
Piper on Piper's old RD350, com- 
mendably finishing less than a lap 
behind their Super Street competi- 
tors after four hours of racing. 

And what racing there was. Wait- 
ing for the green flag to drop, Toland 
blasted out of his front-row starting 
spot...and into the pits to correct a 
problem. After giving the rest of the 
field a three-lap headstart, he returned 
to the track and furiously began mak- 
ing up time. 

Shortly after handing the bike — 
which Toland bought as a. wreck; 
simply adding GPz cams, an exhaust 
system and Elites to the couple hun- 
dred dollar investment — to Braucht; 
the oil cooler sprang a lead, and more 
time was lost while the crew yanked 
the cooler and replaced the oil lines 
for it with plugs. 

Up front, the battle for the lead 
went back and forth. One of the 
teams — Cycle World Magazine's 
John Ulrich and John Williams on a 
GPz550 they couldn't get running 
right all day — went out late in the 
race in a puff of smoke after a con- 
necting rod poked a hole in the case. 

Vague/Gardner, almost unnoticed, 
took the lead in the later stages of the 
event. Braucht/Toland/Tutobene ab- 
solutely scorched the track — Toland 
reeling off consistent 1:40s — in their 
effort to regain lost time. Harold 
Bohrer and B. Walsh, on a Super 
Street entry 550 Seca, finished 131 
laps, too, but they failed to make it to 
the checkered flag, crashing on the 
final lap in turn eight. Still, they 
were second in class ahead of 
Kawasaki-mounted Russ Miguel and 
Ed Pasha. 

Dennis Kunster, Walt Nitto and Al 
Ross took their GPz550 to second in 
600cc Production over Danny Weaver 
and A.J. Aschenbrenner on another 
Kaw. 

The Hingert/Kariya team com- 


pleted the race only after replacing a 


flat rear tire early in the second hour. 
They were nine laps in front of 
Honda Hawk-mounted Steve Flem- 
ing and Kim Kruglick and seventh 
overall. 


The Kratka/Piper entry hustled 
along consistently all day for the top 
450cc Production bike finish. Second 
in class went to Rick Soloway and 
Doug Booth; a crash by Booth in the 
third hour put his Honda Hawk in 
the pits for quite a while, and they 
returned to the track — minus front 
brake and a good deal more cautious 


: and slow — in order to finish the 


race. Mike Morrow and Larry Theo- 
bald looked as though they might 
take the class, as well as top 450, early 
in the race, but Morrow went down 
hard on his Hawk later in the race,

It was the North versus the South today at 
the AMA California State MX Champion- 
ship and the North soundly trounced the 
South on the rough Marysville sand track. 


The outcome was not surpris- 
ing, though, as the South 
brought only 50 riders to do 
battle with over 400 of District 
36's finest. 

Southern Woman Pro Kim Dou- 
glas (Suz) was serious enough to 
show up three days early for a little 
unneeded practice. Kim clearly out- 
classed all the other women in both 
of her motos to become the Women's 
State Champion. 

The 60cc Minis were started 30 
seconds behind the wave of 85cc Be- 
ginners, but that didn't hamper 60cc 
rider Jimmy Clay (Yam). By the end 
of each 25 minute moto, Clay had 
caught and passed 10 of the 16 85cc 
riders to take the 60cc class win. 

In the 125cc Pro class, 28 riders put 
on a good show. Timmy Aston (Kaw) 
thrilled the crowd with his high- 
flying “look, Ma, no feet” antics over 
the new stadium-style jump. 

In moto one, Aston charged from 
midpack to take the lead away from 
Steve Richards (Yam) by the second 
lap. Then it was goodbye Aston the 
rest of the moto. Richards was left far 
behind to battle for second with Greg 
Michalec (Suz), Jim Cressa (Pre), Brad 
Bruns (Suz), and Mike Johnson (Suz). 
'The race for second provided some 
close and exciting racing with posi- 
tion swapping going on the entire 
13-lap moto. Cressa ended up second, 
Richards third, Bruns fourth, and 
Johnson fifth. Michalec, after work- 
ing his way up from 12th place at the 
end of lap one, then to second by lap 
six, experienced trouble on the 11th 
lap and ended the moto in eighth 
place. 

The second moto was another 
scorcher. Aston got centerpunched in 
the third turn and was half a lap 
down before the Kawasaki would 
start. It took Aston three laps to catch 
the rear of the pack and start working 
his way through. Aston finished 
fifth in the moto after his pitcrew had 
signaled that that was good enough 
for first overall and the State Cham- 
pionship title. 

Ahead of Aston in moto two, at the 
front of the pack and really moving 
was Mike Johnson, Ed Minton (Suz) 
and Steve Vlahos (Hon). Johnson led 
the first three laps before Minton 
took over and stretched it out. Then 
trouble in lap 10 dropped Minton to 
almost no lead and he began to be 
hounded by Michalec, Vlahos, and 
Johnson. The four ran neck and neck 
for several thrilling laps, but it was 


Vlahos who took the checkered first, 
Minton second, Johnson third and 
Willie Miller (Suz) fourth. Michalec 
dropped from second to 13th in the 
last several laps. Johnson’s 5-3 was 
good enough for second overall and 
Cressa (2-7) finished third. 

In the 250cc wars, Dave Coupe 
(Mai) seemed to be the man to beat as 
he came from 18th place at the end of 
the first lap to take the lead away 
from Ken McKenzie (Hon) by lap 
seven. This must have put McKenzie 
in a state of shock as he began to drop 
back and retired completely four laps 
later. Brian Jodry (Suz) worked his 
way from midpack to third place and 
then fell back to finish 10th. Doug 
McRae (Yam) put in a fine ride to 
finish second behind Coupe and Scott 
Rebuck ran third most of the moto to 
the same finish. 

In the second moto, Jodry found 
the throttle and gassed it to the moto 
win and fourth overall. Coupe was 
sidelined while leading the second 
lap when his coil wire broke off. 
Rebuck, on his Works Performance 
Honda, put in another consistant 
near-the-front ride to finish the moto 
second. This was good enough to 
take the overall and the 250cc Cham- 
pionship, along with the extra $100 
Works Performance contingency. 


Doug McRae finished fifth this 
moto for second overall. Richard 
Sands (Suz), one of the few southern 
California speedsters, finished the 
moto in third, but DNF the first moto 
and was out of the final standings. 
Third overall went to Pat Weber 
(Suz) with a 5-4 finish. 

In the Open Expert class, Dave 
Coupe came out again and was on 
the gas, but Allen Berluti was there 
on his new Husky to give him a run 
to the wire in both motos. In the first 
moto, Coupe got by Berluti halfway 
through the moto and held on to take 
the win. Third place went to Brian 
Jodry (Mai) and fourth was southern 
rider Mark White (Yam). 


The second moto was a different 
ballgame with Berluti near the front 
from the beginning and Coupe work- 
ing his way slowly from midpack to 
challenge Berluti from the eighth lap 
on. Challenge he did, as both riders 
raced wheel to wheel for lap after lap 
while pulling away from third place 
rider Duane Joice (Hon). At the fin- 
ish, Berluti won by a wheel over 
Coupe and also took the overall to 
become the Open class State Cham- 
pion. Coupe took second over- 


all, Joice's third in the second moto 
was good enough for third overall 
and White's 4-5 placed him fourth. 
Next year's State Championship 
and North versus South challenge 
will be held in southern California.

Then on the 
fourth lap going up the straight to 
turn seven, Denny Fryer's engine 
exploded in a cloud of blue smoke. 
This gave Scott Gray third place. 

The race ended with Kevin Peltz 
the apparent winner, John Robert- 
son in second, Scott Gray in third and 
David Wright in fourth, but a pro- 
test was lodged by John Robertson 
against Kevin Peltz.

Spangler left the pack to 
fight it out over second ina three-way 
battle between Church, Brumwell and 
Earle, while a pack of Open Pros fol- 
lowed, led by Ben Grable (Albany 
Hus). Grable worked amidst the rival 
125s, but found the going rough 
when faced with leader Spangler, 


who would shut the door on Grable’s 


mighty attempts aboard his new 500cc 
Husky. At the half the order became 
Spangler, Earle and Grable, with 
Church and Brumwell trailing in the 
distance. Earle started a late rally and, 
with a lap to go, had closed the gap 
considerably in his charge to the 
front of the pack, but that would be as 
far as the LOP star would get.
